|T WAS in the spring oJ 1897 (says Adjutant Cecil Hces in 
'the "Bandsman. Songster, and h. O") that the present 
'/General agreed to the suggestion that a band of singers 
„.__ w j!; composed of Officers and Employees o£ Headquarters should 
^-Jgegglliibe formed for the purpose of spreading the Gospel by song. 
At The same time he appointed Lieut.-Colonct Jackson (then Staff- 
Captzict) to be the Leader; and this position he Still holds. Of the 
-original Brigade, however, only the Colonel remains. The elaims of 
the Salvation War have caused many changes, and old Staff Songsters 
are now to be found away in Australia, the Americas, and other 
countries; besides being scattered in various positions through the Brit- 
ish Territory. 

"During ;heir existence the SLaff Songsters have only lost two of 
their members by death— Ensign WUford and Staff-Captain Hughes. 

"At present the Brigade numbers twenty-eight, apportioned .ia fol- 
lows: 9 trebles, 6 altos, 6 tenors, and 5 bass, with organist and conduc- 
tor. 

"We have sometimes seen ourselves billed as J 'The Finest Band of 
Singing Evangelists tn the World." This may, or may not, be correct; 
for me to say it is would savour too much of brag. But it is a fact 
thata'number of musical critics hare expressed their high appreciation 
of the singing of the Staff Songsters, and further, when it. has been 
known that the Brigade is non -professional, some interesting inquiries 
have been made as to how its standard of musical excellence is secur- 
ed and maintained. Care in the selection of voices is certainly exercised 
by la'cuL-Colonel Jaekson, and he is also an adept 111 filling in odd mo- 
ments with practices, both of which are very valuable. But, in my esti- 
mation, the most important fact is that each member of the Staff 
Songsters has brought to the Lord his and her gifts, "whether they be 
great or small," .ind has consecrated them to His service. As a "nat- 
ural consequence of this the Songsters generally feel under a. Divine 
compulsion always to put forth their best effort;;. 

When we have toured the country many in quirks have beta made 
of us by eomrade Songsters, as well as by outsiders, as to how often 
we practice. I have heard of brass bands which are declared -to be 
amateur as they are connected with certain mills and factories— the 
only connection they have with those workplaces is that their names 
are on the employees roll— hut that they spend their days in practis- 
ing and fu! filing engagements. This, however, is very far from beinf; 
so with the Staff Songsters, We are all Officers and employees of the 
International Headquarters, and our work in that connection in many 
cases is -very exacting. For iastauce, takclhfi Conductor, LieuU-Col- 
onel Jackson; his tnabij^^^l{S9Hif«'A«Duntar4t fcjHrire Sslniiion 
Anny, and thj^^TfiiX. r^dily acknowledged, is no sinecure. The

Mrs, Brigadier Green Speaks of the 
Good Work of the Mercy League, 

For my own information, as well 
as for the benefit of "War Cry" 
readers, I had for sometime been 
wanting to discover something of 
the work of the League of Mercy, 
and with this purpose in view I ask- 
ed Mrs. Brigadier Green to give me 
iht privilege of a few minutes' con- 
versation.
